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A Neutral Canada? 


E XCEPT FOR THE occasional echo, the battle to 
preserve the separate identities of the three 
aimed services is over. Apart from observing the 
Usual niceties involved in translating the unification 
bill into the law ofnjhe land, the government's only 
concern in the matter now need Ik* to inform the 
public of the ultimate purpose It has in mind for the 
utilization of Canada’s defence f.oiro. 


Oddly enough instead of being clearly delineated 
before the major changes in the defence structure of 
the nation took’ place, this objective was left wide 
open. And it still so remains, much to the concern 
of many parliamentarians on all sides of the House 
including those who voted for the bill. 


The most popular guess on the part of the unin- 
formed—which includes almost everyone—is that Can¬ 
ada’s military role for the future will be that of an 
armed peace-keeping force for the United Nations. 

Though Defence Minister Hellyer has denied that 
this will be the sole function of Canada's armed force, 
he has never disputed the suggestion that it will be 
one of the most important facets of its future op¬ 
erations. 


Indeed, he has done much' to propagate such 
speculation in numerous statements he has made. 
In a recent speech in Toronto he paid tribute to his 
own departmental military planners for developing a 
more flexible force “with broader capabilities to par¬ 
ticipate in a wide range of potential conflict—from 
the deterrence of nuclear war, thi-ough Korean-style 
limited war, to brush-fire wars, peace-restoring and 
peace-keeping operations. . .” 


Nor can it be said that the present Liberal gov¬ 
ernment has only just pulled this one out of the hat. 
In 1961 the great Liberal rally which set the future 
policy of the party while it was still in opposition 
approved this: “Canada, under a new Liberal govern¬ 
ment, will do her utmost to promote the establish¬ 
ment of permanent international peace and police 
forces under the United Nations." 


All of which is highly idealistle and entirely 
laudable. Until, of course, its implications are 
examined. For instance, can Canada provide a mili¬ 
tary police foi-ce acceptable to all members of the 
United Nations while it still remains an active part¬ 
ner in both NATO and NORAD? 

Certainly It would seem unlikely that the Com¬ 
munist nations would look upon Canadian interven¬ 
tion on behalf of- the UN as unbiased as long as 
Ottawa is party to defence treaties aimed specifically 
against them. 

Is not the attainment of the ideal of providing 
an international police force with universal acceptance 
only possible if Canada becomes a truly neutral 
nation? 

The government should now be called upon to 
make a positive statement as to whether or not this 
is the policy upon which it hopes to embark.

But the magazine News Week says that a three- 
point proposal for peace parleys was put forward 
which, for content and detail, “went far beyond any¬ 
thing the U.S. has yet received from any other 
source.” 

In Tokyo, an official party organ for Hanoi, the 
newspaper Nhan Dan, was quoted Sunday aS saying 
that withdrawal of U.S. forces from South Vietnam 
was not a pre-condition of talks. 

Taken together, the purported peace feeler In 
Paris, and the Hanoi newspaper’s statement revive 
once more, the hope for peace, which has so frequently 
suffered relapses in the past. 

The French insist the overtures are genuine, 
News Week says, but the state department appears 
to have "downgraded" them as speculative. 

It would be an odd coincidence, nevertheless, that 
the same gesture appeare to have been made by 
Hanoi in Paris and in the inspired press almost 
simultaneously. 

It is reasonable to suppose that lessening of pres- 
' suits on Hanoi may have allowed Ho Chi Minh the 
latitude to make the first tentative move towards 
negotiation. China's political ferment, and its eco¬ 
nomic consequences, are quite sufficient to dilute her 
interest in revolutionary adventure outside her bor¬ 
ders for a time, at least Russia, preoccupied with 
the tension between her and Peking, should be happy 
to see an end to the confrontation in Vietnam and a 
general stabilization in Southeast Asia. 

As for the rest of the world, from the United 
Nations and the Vatican, and throughout the con¬ 
cerned capitals, there can be no mistake about the 
genuine desire that the Vietnamese impasse be 
resolved. 

If we are to accept the reports of Hanoi's greater 
t rectability as truthful, then only the Washington re¬ 
action is in doubt. Senator Kennedy allows that the 
next few weeks are “critical and crucial” to the quest 
for peace. For such an admission he must have good 
reasons. But whether his feelings are affected by 
the Paris report, by the Tokyo quotation of the Hanoi 
party press or some other developments not yet 
known to the public, it can be assumed he is cautiously 
optimistic. 

Surely, of ail people, the senator must be aware 
of the official thinking in Washington. 

Peace prospects, however tenuous, will assuredly 
have the closest examination by President Johnson s 
administration, with every encouragement from all 
factions of democratic leaning or conviction, in and 
out of the United States. .

China Rewards de Gaulle 
With Insults, Indignities

PrecariouM 

The Maoists are actually In 
a more precarious position 
than were the Nationalists of 
Chiang Kai-shek In the late 
1940s just before the Comm un¬ 
lit* conquered China. 

The Maoists today hold 
fewer cities than the Nation¬ 
alists did foen — and ftrir 
lenuous grasp an those cities 
depends largely upon the 
coercive power of the People's 
Liberation Army, itself an 
unstable element 

The Maoists claim to have 
"seized power” from their 
enemies of the regular Com¬ 
munist party and government 
apparatus In five provinces 
and two major cities. But 
even they do not pretend that 
they control the countryside 
or the restive peasants of 
those province*.

President de Gaulle 


Almost exactly two years ago, 
launched his "great leap forward" in Asian diplomacy with 
recognition of Red China 

Today the French embassy 
In Peking is the most villifled 
and spat-upon diplomatic 
mission of any of the western 
powers. This is, of course, not 
a very important distinction 
in the turbulent state of China 
today, and the Red Guards 
might turn on the Dutch, the 
Canadians, the British, the 
Swedes — anybody next. 

But the Indignities to which 
the French have been sub¬ 
jected by the Chinese in the 
last 10 days — both in Paris 
and Peking — are particularly 
hitter because President de 
Gaulle’s diplomatic invest- 
ment In establishing diplo¬ 
matic relations and cultural 
contacts with China has been 
so great. 

At a press conference on 
Jan. 31, 1965, which followed 
formal diplomatic recognition 
of Peking, de Gaulle explained 
his hopes and his action in 
these terms: 

"China’s own mass, her 
value and her present needs, 
the scope of her future, cause 
her to reveal herself Increas¬ 
ingly to the interests and 
concern* of the entire world. 

For all these reason*. It is 
dear that France must be 
able to listen to China directly 
and also to make herself 
heard. 


herded off to bee the lenient 
and perplexed French author¬ 
ities. 

"The occasion to break 
diplomatic relations, which 
were established with 
indecency and little fore¬ 
thought, presents itself now. 
Let It be seized upon at 
once,” editorialized the anti- 
Gaullist paper “Laurore." 


Sharing 

That stilted term means, in 
practlcfc, distributing to the 
farming masses a much 
greater share of their own 
produce than the Maoists 
would. It also meant relaxing 
the strictures on individual 
action which are at the heart 
of the Maoist organization of 
society. 

The opposition has, in many 
areas, gone so far as to begin 
to break up the production 
teams and production brig¬ 
ades which are die basic work 
units of the communes. Com¬ 
mune funds and property 
have, In a number of places, 
been divided among individual 
farmers. The opposition also 
has promised restoration and 
expansion of the free market 
system. 

Self-denial 

Against iQch attractive 
measures, the Maoists can 
only appeal to "revolutionary” 
Idealism. Themselves now 
wholly detached from the 
peasants' desires, the Maossts 
have appealed for self-denial 
in order to "prevent the 
country's changing , color from 


In trade. In cultural con¬ 
tacts, In diplomatic contacts 
and above aU in personal 
experiences the entire Gaullist 
China operation ha* been 
nothing hut bitter tea for 
France. But the doctrine from 
the Elysee Palace i* un¬ 
changed. and France's suffer¬ 
ing civil servants apparently 
will continue to suffer.

Evidence , 

The absence of public state- 1 
ments by the anti-maolats I 
makes accurate assessment i 
difficult, but there la evidence t 
that the Maoiats truly control 
neither the cities nor th# I 
countryside In the remaining l 
13 provinces.

They may now 
deprive Mao and his heirs of 
power by stubborn passive 
resistance under the skillful 
leadership of men who 
learned bow to organise tit# 
firming masses from Mso 
himself. 

If pressed too hard, the 
peasants will move from 
passive to violent resistance. 
Th* already have fought 
pitched battles with Maoists 
forces In some areas. 

The P e o p 1 e ’* Liberation 
Army, the Maoists' c hief — If 
not their only — prop. ** 
today, as it has always been, 
a peasant army. Any broad 
attempt to use th# 3,000,000 
men of the army to sucres* 
the rural masses would 
Impose a task almost Impos- 
itbte m itself It would 
moreover, all but ensure a 
mutiny. 

Odd* Long 

It la dangerous to hazard 
prediction amid ft# anarchy 
which is the state cf China 
today. But the heat judgment 
at tills moment !■ that the 
Maoists will not rnoceed 
unless some wholly unex¬ 
pected factor enters the equa¬ 
tion. The odds against them 
are too long. 

The Maoiats are. In essence, 
once again asking that 
CWna’i 800,000,000 pwsanto 
make enormous sacrifices of 
present and future gratifica¬ 
tion for the sake of m nebulous 
doctrine promising to create a 
paradise at aome unspecified 
date In the remote future. 

The Chinese peasant Is a 
highly practical Individual, 
who combines a aense of his 
own self-interest with a super¬ 
stitious nafvete Mxwt ft# 
great world and abstractions. 

Difficulty

Garden Notes 
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Vo Visible Support 


By M. \. ( IIF.SNI T 

Next time you go fishing in Saanich 
Intel, take a good look at the rocky 
dxiie between Brentwood and the 
Coldstream end. After all the careful 
preparation o{ the soil in our gardens. It 
is somewhat disconcerting to see so 
many trees and plants springing up 
from cracks in the rocks with not much 
more than a cupful of washed-in soil to 
support them. 

Actually, there are quite a few 
plant* which will not only eke out an 
existence in a crack in the rocks, but 
will positively flourish in an old wall, 
with little or no soil around the roots. 


Wallflowers, of course, come 
Immediately to mind — that's how they 
got their name — and under suitable 
conditions, snapdragons too will seed 
themselves hi the crevices e# a wall and 
seem perfectly at home there. Certain 
carnations and pink* were first dis¬ 
covered growing in walls and on chalky 
cliffs — the Cheddar pinks are a good 
example, growing in almost inaccessible 
■pots In Oieddar Gorge In England. 

The pickings are pretty slim In auch 
a barren spot; one would be Inclined to 


think that such plants have learned to 
live on air. 

Air does play a very important part 
in the nutrition of plants, as it is the 
sourer of the carbon which »H plants 
must have in order to grow, but that 
isn't all. Both rain and moist air contain 
small quantities of plant-nourishing 
minerals, particularly during and fol¬ 
lowing flashes of lightning in thunder¬ 
storms. 

The mortar in an old wall and the 
limestone in the rocks contain lime, 
providing calcium for the plants 
growth, while the add excretions from 
the plant's roots oan dissolve and make 
available other minerals contained in 
stone; I have seen a piece at marble on 
which the delicate traceries of a plant's 
roots are clearly etched in the paUrted 
surface by root acids. And ao fie 
essentials of plant Ufa are gathered, 
even from apparently bare rock. 
k k k 

Another Interesting aspect of plant 
nutrition is the manner In which plants 
deal with their food as compared with 
the same process in humans and other 
animals. We obtain our food require¬ 
ments by eating highly complex sub¬ 
stances, all coming directly or Indirectly 
from the leaves of plants, and break 
them down within the digestive system 


of the body into simple- essential de¬ 
ments, excreting the useless residues. 

Plants reverse this process. They 
take in only simple mineral salts 
through their roots, pump them up Into 
the leaves, and there, through a 
marvellous process triggered by sun¬ 
light, the leave* convert these simp!* 
minerals Into the complex nutrients 
required — the sugars, proteins, 
starches and carbohydrates. 

Man has succeeded in duplicating 
this process in the laboratory as an 
experiment, but the process takes a 
month or longer to complete. The plant 
makes the conversion from simple 
mineral salts to complex nutrients In a 
matter of seconds.

I have mentioned before that every 
■crap of human food comes from 
plants. Our meat, milk, butler and egga 
are simply converted forms of pasture 
grasses and grains. Even our seafood is 
nourished, directly or Indirectly, by tiny 
floating aea plants called plankton. If 
you look over the shelves of your pantry 
and refrigerator. I don't think you will 
find a single food Item, with the 
exception of salt, ihat didn't originate In 
the vegetable kingdom.

Of New Constitution

TORONTO (CP)-J. V. Clyne 
"f Vancouver, chairman of Mac- 
Millan-Bloedel Ltd. urged the 
federal government Monday 
night to draft a new constitu¬ 
tion. 

Speaking at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Toronto Board of 
Trade, Mr. Clyne alio proposed 
a North American free-trade 
area, possibly to include the 
United. Kingdom and countries 
bordering on the western shores 
of the Pacific Ocean: labor 
tribunals to hear labor-manage¬ 
ment disputes and a change in 
the parliamentary system to 
permit appointment of non- 
members of Parliament to the 
federal cabinet. 

* * * 

Mr. Clyne said Canadians do 
not deserve the name or dignity 
of a nation if its citizens can’t 
alter their constitution. 

He proposed that the prime 
minister appoint 24 men—two 
from each province and terri¬ 
tory—and give them six months 
In which to do nothing but work 
out a draft cxratitution. 

"Such recommendations would 
not necessarily be unanimous, 
but at least they would provide 
a basis for political discussion. 
* * * 

“Constitutional reform would 
examine the form of Parliament 
itself—a cotnbbiatkai of the U K. 
parliamentary system and the 
United States congressional sys¬ 
tem would give Canada the ad¬ 
vantages of both.” 

Mr. Clyne suggested the party 
winning a federal election be 
awarded ‘Yxxiua seats'* to be 
filled by "outstandingly able 
men” selected by the prime 


minister to sene as members-' 
at-large. 

He called for new federal and 
provincial legislation to provide 
strong mediation service in la¬ 
bor disputes, plus permanent 
fact-finding boards whose mem¬ 
bers would be appointed for life. 

The cost would be nothing 
compared to the millions which 


now are lost annually in labor * 
disputes. 

On foreign trade, Mr. Clyne 
said unless Canada takes posi¬ 
tive action, it faces the risk of I 
being isolated in a “world of i 
trading giants" which are mak¬ 
ing trade more liberal and pro- | 
tecting themselves against na¬ 
tions like Canada.

Plunging Orbiter 3 
Slowed 'Just Hair* 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Lunar Orbiter 3 plunged through 
space at a speed of 2,210 miles 
an hour Monday on the final kg 
of its picture-taking mission to 
the moon after undergoing a 
minor midcourse correction to 
slow the spacecraft slightly. 

The 850-pound space vehicle's 
midcourse manoeuvre was ao 
light that scientists for the 
National Space Agency at the 
Caltech jet Propulsion Labora- 
ory said the satellite’s speed 
was cut “just a hair.” 

“There is every indication] 
(hat the manoeuvre went off as; 
planned," a spokesman com¬ 
mented. 

The Orbiter’■ apeed was 
slowed 11.4 miles as hour by the 
firing of its retrorocket engine 
far 4.4 seconds after the space¬ 
craft had passed the midway 
point since its launch Saturday 
night from Cape Kennedy. 


Tracking stations throughout 
the world then checked on the 
progress of the satellite to 
determine the accuracy of the 
correction. The slight speed 
change was required because 
the Orbiter had accomplished 
its mission too well on its 
voyage and would have come 
too close to the moon. 

While the tracking station at 
Golilstooe. Calif., was keeping 
tab on Orbiter 3, the station at 
Woomera, Australia, reported it 
had contacted Orbiter 2 which 
currently was in Its 603rd orbit 
of the moon having travelled 
6.280,000 miles since its launch 
Nov. 2- *» 

The spokesman said that at 
2:17 pun. EOT Lunar Orbiter 3 
had travelled 182,800 miles since 
takeoff. But due to Its curving 
trajectory the spacecraft aft that 
time was 167,985 miiea from 
earth and 10S.737 miles from the 
moan.

NEW YORK (UPII—General 
Motors Co«p. said Monday the 
detective It hired to Investigate 
auto safety critic Ralph Nader 
has switched sides and Is help¬ 
ing Ngder press a $26,000,000 
lawsuit against GM. 

Martin Klein bard, a New 
York lawyer representing GM. 
told the New York Supreme 
Court private investigator Vin¬ 
cent Gillen, a former FBI agent, 
whose GM-sponsored detective 
work figures in Nader's law¬ 
suit, was giving Nader informa¬ 
tion about the case. 

NADER'S SUIT 

Gillen has, in a sworn affi 
davit responding to Nader's 
suit, said GM's aim in hiring, 
him to investigate Nader was: 
to "shut him up” and discredit 
him as an automotive safety 
expert. Gillen also Is a defen¬ 
dant in the Nader suit that 
rharges he was harassed and; 
ill-treated by the investigation. 

Gillen's lawyer, Francis Ma¬ 
guire. said GM’s suggestion of 
collusion between Gillen and 
Nader, was “ridiculous. If 
we're in cahoots with Nader, 
would we be stxrtg him for $21,- 
000,000?” Maguire asked. 

CROSS CLAIM 

Gillen Monday filed a cross 
claim against Nader, asking 
compensatory and punitive dam¬ 


ages on grounds he was defamed 
by Nader’s testimony at a Sen¬ 
ate subcommittee hearing. 

A counterclaim for a like 
amount also was filed against 
GM, charging its representa¬ 
tives defamed Gil ken during the 
same hearings by Impugning 
his, business and professional 
standing.
